issued a decree directing the reim- 
bursement of $3,500,000 by the At- 
lantic Refining Co., defendant, to 


the Superior Oil Corporation in a 
suit involving allegations of fraud 


in connection with the purchase of 
325,000 shares of stock of the 
plaintiff corporation. It was al- 
leged the stock had been purchased 


at one-half its market value. 


Judge Morris said that the trans- 
action had been “conceived in 
fraud and consummated by gross 


deception and dishonesty.” 


The asserted fraud,“ said Judge 
Morris, consists in the concealment 
from the Superior company of the 
fact that its shared were being ac-

THREE MEN INJURED 


N POWDER EXPLOSION 


Laborers Severely Burned, One 
Perhaps Fatally, in Plant 
in East Alton. 


Three men were -seriously in- 
jured in an explosion of a powder 
blending mill at the plant of the 
Equitable Powder Co., East Alton, 
at 10:30 a. m. today. 

They are Leslie Cunningham, 
Iver Herren and Albert Rice, all 
of East Alton. They were taken 
to St. Joseph's Hospital. Alton, 
where it was said Cunningham was 
probably fatally injured, having 
been burned from head to foot. 
The other two men were badly 
burned about the body.

Olin being president of both, it was 
said the explosion occurred in a 
small wooden, detached building 
in which Cunningham was operat- 
ing the “‘blending barrel,“ or pow- 
der mixer.

LONDON, July 10.—Her Serene 
Highness Princess Orloff, said to 
be related to the Russian royal 
house; died here Monday at thé 
age of 62, without having changed 
her clothes for 15 years while liv- 
ing in a single room with her hus- 
band, who had not left the room 
for that period, according to evi- 
dence given at the Coroner’s in- 
quest. 

The man, said to be English, is 
84 years old. He has been re- 
moved to a hospital. His land- 
lady, Mrs. Edith Kent, testified she 
had not seen him for 12 years, 
the door always being barred and 
the food left outside. Evidence 
given of the condition of the room 
led the Coroner to state that the 
Russian aristocrat's death followed 
living in circumstances too hor- 
mible to be described. 

The pair paid regularly $3.50 
for their reng and food. There is 
no Princess Orloff answering the 
description in the Imanach de 
Gotha, but mail reteived always 
bore that name.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. July 10.— 
Many people believe that Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh deliberately 
turned his back on the White 


House last night, when he refused 
to be a candidate for a vice-presi- 
dential nomination that appeared! 

If Walsh 
did, in fact, cast away the highest 
honor in the land for the sake of 
the party, he did a perfectly char- 
acteristic thing, and ohe that no- 
body who knows him well should 
be surprised at. : 

The belief that he did so in based 
upon a hypothesis which has been | 
explained several times, but which 
will bear repetition—particularly 
in view of the fact that it may re- 
sult in the elevation ‘of a Bryan to 
the presidency. This hypothesis is 
that La Follette will carry enough 
states in November to prevent any 
candidate from receiving a major- 
ity in the electoral college, thus 
throwing the election into the 
House of Representatives. 

There La Follette’s supporters 
hold a balance of power and prob- 
ably could maintain an indefinite 
deadlock. It would then be the 
duty of the Senate to elect a Vice-

one by the House. The Constitution | 
provides that the election must be 
made from one of the two highest 
candidates. La Follette holds the 
balance of power in the Senate, 
also.

The great crowd cheered the 
Governor so loud and so long tha: 
Chairman Walsh almost despaired 
of getting the audience quiet! 
enough to hear him, but when the 
Governor himself held up his han¢e 
for silence the crowd quickly qulet- 
ed down. 

“Not being familiar with the 
rules of the conevntion,” he be- 
gan, “I am afraid that the applaus: 
will be taken out of my time and 
I request that you refrain untl 
I finish. I felt that it would bo 
useless for me to extend any word 
of welcome to the delegates and 
their friends because the great city 
of New York made as complete a 
job as could be made of it. 

“If you have been annoyed by 
the zeal of New Yorkers who tried 
to explain that I am the greatest 
man in the world, please overlook 
it. 

“In our conception of modern 
government and ideals of the re 
lationships that the state should 
bear to the people, the State of 
New York leads the country. 

Reviews Reform Work. 

The Governor detailed some of 
the reforms and forward move- 
ments which had been undertaken 
in the State under the leadership of 
his party. He continued: 

“I want to make a passing refer- 
ence to my own situation so far as 
the nomination for the presidency 
is concerned. If I were to tell any- 
body here that I am disappointed 
it would not be true, because I am 
not. I have gotten further in the 
public life of the country and the 
State than I ever expected to get. 
I have no rancor or ill-wilh in my 
heart; nothing but gratitude. 

“I did nothing about this nomi- 
nation; there was nothing I ‘could 
do about it. I chose the course of 
giving 100 per cent service to the 
people of this State instead of look- 
ing toward the big dome of the 
Capitol at Washington and that’s 
the reason why the Republican 
party in this State is broken and 
leaderless. 

“While the convention ran for 
more than‘a week, there was a 
great deal of talk about the dam- 
age to the party because of the 
length of time it took to select a 
candidate. Don't pay any attention 
nto thet. Anything that comes up 
from the masses of the people al- 
ways takes time; if it comes any 
other way it’s not genuine, 

High Praise for Davis. 

“You have made a wonderful 
nomination. If the United States 
was a great business institution and 
it belonged to me and I needed a 
man of great brains and capacity I 
would be willing to give it into the 
hands of John W. Davis. I wouldn't 
ask for a better executor of my 
last will and testament. 

“So far as the State of New 
York is concerned, take this pledge 
from me. I am the leader of the 
Democracy in this State and Yhe 
very minute that this convention is 
finished I'll take off my coat and 
vest and so will everybody else 
who follows me in this State, and 
do what we can to improve condi- 
tions in the United States by the 
election of the ticket that is going 
to come from this convention.“ 
Gov. Smith sent the following 
telegram to Davis: “Sincere con- 
gratulations. Best wishes for suc- 
cess and my promise of heartiest 
support.”’

WILSON DECIDED THAT 
DAVIS WAS A LAWYER 
“LOOKING FORWARD” 


NEW YORK, July 10. 
OODROW WILSON liked 


John W. Davis. He con- 
sidered him a great lawyer. 
Soon after Wilson became Pres- 
ident, and before he had had 
time to get his bearings, a dele- 
gation of members of the House 
of Representatives, headed by 
Representative Finis J. Garrett 
of Tennessee, called on him to 
urge the appointment of Davis 
to a Federal judgespip. Much 
to the surprise of the~tallers 
Mr. Wilson asked: 

“Is Mr. Davis a lawyer look- 
in? this way (indicating straight 
ahead, with his eyes), or that 
way (turning his head so his 
eyes would be looking back- 
ward over his shoulder)?“ 

Later, when he had seen 
more of him, Wilson decided 
that Davis was a lawyer “look- 
ing forward.“ 


himself politically by doing that. 
Davis himself silenced such criti- 
c.sm, saying he would be untrue to 
himself and to his profession if he 
deserted his clients and trimmed 
his professional course to fit the 
gusts of popular opinion.

Davis was born in Clarksburg, 
April 13, 1873. As a child he was 
so much of a prodigy that at 12 he 
was asked to take an examination 
for a place as one of the teachers 
He 
might have done it, too, but his 
father put his foot down because 
he didn't want his kid to get a 
swelled head.“ There is abundant 
testimony that if he. had taken the 
examination he robably would 
have qualified and been appointed. 


Davis’ first teacher was his 
mother. She trained him so thor- 
oughly that he recited snaiches of 
his lessons as he played. He was 
shy as a child, so he turned to his 
books. He spent some years in the 
private schools of Richard Craig 
and Georze Young in Clarksburg, 
having in the latter but one boy 
companion among a large enroll- 
ment of girls. That went a long 
way toward curing him of his bash- 
fulness, but as a boy he never 
quite. got over his inclindtion to 
take the longest way round if that 
promised to keep him from meet- 
ing any girls. * 

At 13 he was sent to Pantops 
Academy, Chariottesville, Va., 
whence he went at 16 to Washing- 
ton and Lee University. There he 
is remembered most as a studious 
youth, fér in 1892, just after he 
had celebrated his nineteenth 
birthday, he took his degree, of 
bachelor of arts. 


Began Practice of Law in 
Home Town With Father. 


He stayed at the university, how- 
ever, in er to take, in 1895. his 
degree as Bachelor of Laws. Then 
he returned to Clarksburg to begin 
practice with his father. Within a 
year he was recalled to the uni- 
versity to become an assistant pro- 
fessor in the law school and for a 
year he taught. 

Three years of the routine of 
the law office and the courts were 
followed by his election to the West 
Virginia House of Delegates in 
1899. At the end of his first term, 
however, he declined to have any 
more to do with office-holding and 
for 10 years busied himself with 
his profession, interrupting it only 
to serve as a delegate to the na- 
tional Democratic convention of 
1904. 

In 1906, Davis was elected presi- 
dent of the State Bar Association, 
and in 1909 was appointed to the 
Commission 
Laws. Then. came his election to 
Congress and the unbroken succes- 
sion of promotions.

JEFFERSQN CITY, July 10.— 
When the administration of Gov. 
Hyde goes out of office next Janu- 
ary the incoming administration 
and the new Legislature will in- 
herit department deficits and oth- 
er unpaid claims against the State, 
aggregating more than $870,000 
which now are piling up in the 
State Auditor’s office because ap- 
propriations are exhausted, or no 
appropriations were provided by 
the last Legislature. 

These claims and any other def- 
icits that may develop before the 
end of the year if other depart- 
ment appropriations run short, can 
be met only through passage of 
deficiency appropriations by the 
next Legisiature, it was said. 

The bulk of these deficiencies 


ment is authorized by law, but 
which are unpaid because the Gov- 
ernor vetoed appropriations, or the 
Legislature failed to pass appropri- 
ations. This does not mean that 
the treasury will be bare when the. 
Hyde administration retires, as it 
expects to leave a balance. of 
something more than $2,000,000 
but it will be accomplished by 
leaving unpaid about $2,565,000, in 
appropriations which were held up 
by Hyde to avert a deficit. The 
anticipated balance does not take 
into account the item of more than 
$870,000 in unpaid claims. 
Pensions of Vetcrans. 


The appropriations held up are 
for buildings, various institutions 
and boards, and do not apply to 
any of the deficits and unpaid 
claims now accumulating in the 
State Auditor's office. One of the 
principal claims to confront the 
1925 Lezisiature will be approxi- 
mately $425,000 for unpaid Con- 
federate veterans pensions. These 
pensions have not been paid dur- 
ing the present Republican regime 
in Missouri. A State law authorizes 
payment of $10. a month to such 
veterans residing in Missouri: but 


appropriations since 1920 for pay- 
ment of the pensions have been ve- 
toed. 

In 1921 an appropriation of 
$225,000 to pay the. pensions dur- 
ing 1921 and 1922 was vetoed and 
one af $200,000 for 1923-24 met a 
like fate. The pension claims 
against the State are valid, it was 
said, as they are authorized by 
law. 

Another claim for which no 
funds are available, and for which 

a relief appropriation measure will 
— intreduced in the 1925 Legisla- 
ture is for the expense of the spe- 
cial constitutional election held 
Feb. 26 last.

THEY CANNOT Dit 


Majority of East Side Levee 
Board Proceeds With 
Drainage Project Despite 
Injunction. 


PROFIT OF $26,700 ON 
TRACT IN TWO YEARS

Board Also to Retire After 
November Election and 
Probable Successors Op- 


pose Improvement. 


Litigation restrains the Eas 


Side Levee and Sanitary District 
from digging north of State street 
on its project No. 12 drainage 
ditch at the foot of the bluffs, but 
the board yesterday, by a vote of 
three to two, sanctioned the pur- 
chase, by Martin D. Baker, its 
president, of 22 acres north of 
State street, between Seventy-sev- 
enth and Eightieth streets, and au- 
thorized payment of $47.700 for it, 
although its price in 1922 was only 
$21,000. 

John J. Pelley of Chicago, vice 
president of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, bought it for $21,000 
then and now he sells it to the 
levee board at a profit of $26,700. 
And the board, if permanently en- 
joined, will be precluded from dig- 
ging through it. Besides, the terms 
of the present members will expire 
after the November election and 
candidates to succeed them are op- 
posed to continuance of digging 
the $8,000,000 “Baby Panama 
Canal,“ which is claimed to serve 
no purpose. 


Pelley Bought Land in 1922 


Earl Davenport, superintendent 
of special assessments at East St. 
Louis, handled the deal in which 
Pelley purchased the property in 
1922. Pelley was down at East St. 
Louis, Davenport says, and Dav- 
enport Arove him out to the St. 
Clair County Country Club. State 
street was then the only street 
open to the bluffs. Pelley asked 
if all the land north of the street | 
had been subdivided. Davenport 
said most of it had. One or two 
tracts had not. One was the Louis 
Maillot tract. 

Pelley bought the land, os- 

tensibly for subdivision, ahhough 
the drainage ditch was under ccn- 
struction and was headed for that 
tract. The tract was platted; fo 
subdivision but no steps were taken 
to develop it. The only effect was 
to increase its potential value, by 
changing’ it from acre property to 
the subdivision classification, in 
recognition of which its assessed 
valuation was donbled. 
The Levee and Sanitary Board 
then had the drainage ditch proj- 
ect under full swing and was not 
restrained by litigation and was 
approaching the point where the 
purchase of the tract would be 
necessary, but it missed the oppor- 
tunity of purchasing at acre fig- 
ures. 


Injuncfion Obtained Later. 


It was not until June, 1923, that 
the boars was restrained by an 
Injunction obtained by the City of 
East St. Louis from excavating 
north of State street, to the south 
side of which it had been complet- 
ed. Afterward an audit of the 
board's books, made at the mo- 
tion of the City of East St. Louis, 
disclosed that it was $700,000 be- 
yond its constitutional limit of in- 
debtedness. 


Within the past three months an 

injunction suit has been filed at 
Belleville by taxpayers to prevent 
completion of the ditch. The East 
St. Louis action was dismissed a 
month ago under an agreement 
that no digging shall be done north 
of State street until the Belleville 
injunction case is deci@ed. The 
hearing there is to be in Septem- 
ber. 
Baker says he bought the land 
because he wanted to deal with the 
present single owner instead of nu- 
merous owners, as he would have 
to do if the subdivision were put 
on the market.
